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LETTER FROM TROOPER CAMPBELL. 
Privnte A. W. M. Campbell, late 
Fort Saskatchew2., now, with 
Mounted Rifles in Africa, writes 
the Bulletia as follows :

“Monday, Ith July, we left Irene to 
join, General Hutton’s brigade at Reit- 
eo'ei. The Boers were in strong ferce 
ini the neighborhood and we were fon- 
tinually coming in touch with eur a@d+ 
vanced patrols. The enemy held a 
strong position onl some hills and.\sev- | 
eral attempts were made to dislodge 
them. On Monday, 16th, the Boers ber 
coming bolder made a most determined 
attack upon us. The Irish Fusiliers 
who were entrenched upon a hill gal- 
lantly held their ground until re-in- 
forcements arrived. Our northwesterr 
battalion came into action early in 
the dny, being ordered forward {to 
feel the Boer position. We 
ed¢a very heavy shell fire, but for- 
tunately suffered no loss, ‘the Boer 
shells in mast) cases refusing ta burst. 
We gradually drove the Boers hack 
though they stubbornly held their 
ground. On this oscasionj as on many 
others the Royal Horse Artillery dtd 


receiv- 


splendid work. Many of the enemy 
were using explosive bullets which 
inflict a terrible wound. These bu!- 


lets have a small percussion cap at 
thei ends, on touching anything the 
bullet explodes with a souna like a 
fire cracker. About 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon ‘the Canadian Mounted Rif- 
les were ordered to drive the! Boers 
from a rocky kopje. Our .men dis+ 
mounted and soon; gained the hill, but 
in so doing twa lost two young officers, 
Lieuts. Borden and’ Birch, and several 
men of the first vattaliong Lieut. 
Borden was shot through the heart 
while standing up giving an order'to 
his men. Several Boers were ,killed 
and wounded on this hill and; several 
taken ‘prisoners. One of our Edmon- 
ton boys, B .C. d’Easum, brought a 
prisoner into camp that night making 
him walk in frost of his horse, The 
Boers retreaitted farther into the hills 
in great confusion. The name of the 
place where this fight occurred was 
Witport and we heard *aiterwards 
that it was a general engagement 
along a front; off about 35 miles. 

“For some days after this little was 
done beyond sending! out scouting par- 
ties to find owt the whereabouts of 
the enemy. 


On the 17th’ some of our men while 
oult| scouting came} upion a place where 
one of cur lyddite shells killed - 27 
Boers. The lyddite had torn a great 
hole ia the ground. i 

Mondny, 2Bnd, a general advance was 
ordered upon Middleburg. That after- 
noon we came to the ubandoned/ Boer 
laager and our artillery, fired a few 
shots ait the retreating Boers. Next 
day our northwestern battalion had a 
brisk little fight,. the enemy, as ‘usual 
failing ‘back. General French was on 
our right and) it was a treat to watch 
the heavy ifire, he poured into the re- 
treating Boer convoy. The enemy as 
they fled seit. fire to the prairie and it 
was most picturesque ta see thef long 
lines of blazing grass, though it yas 
(most unpleasafit te ride over -the 
black cinders especially as a strong 
wind was blowing. 

“Friday, ‘27th, we entered Middle- 
burg and campedjon the other side of 
tthe ‘town. It is a, niwe little ytown, 
population about $2,000. There are 
many goad stores and I should judge 
quite a number of English jnhabi- 
tants, We rested there one night 
and next day, moved out -eight 
mailes. We have fortified this camp 
by digging rifle pits and patrols! are 
sant out daily. aE 

Last Tuesday a strong patrol of 
400 was sent! out; we were gone three 
drys and with the exception of ex- 
thanginig a few shots, found the count 
try comparatively clear of the enemy, 
though it id known that small bodies 
o] ‘them are close at hand. ’ 

“Various rumors are floating about 
the camp. Some say that we are to 
advance upoao Lydenburg; othersthat 

we are ta be employed in patroling 
the Jine’ of the Delagoa Bay: railroad, 

“Trains are running from Middle- 
burg to .Pretoria and last night we 
galt! Chnadian mail, the first we have 
have had for a month. Some Bulle; 
tien ‘which arrived (were: most weleome 
and were greedily, sought after by the 
Edmonton boys. We all, hope and be 
lieve that the war cannet last: much 
lenger, The majority of the Edmon« 
tea boys are here, and in good health.”

THREE CANADIANS CAPTURE A TOWN.

CANADA'S PRODUCTS IN ENGLAND. 

An Ottawa despatch says: The com- 
missioner of agriculture is determined 
to remedy, if possible, certain causes 
which militate against the quality and 
consequently against securing the 
highest price for Canadian products in 
the mother country. Three agents of 
the department have! been sent ta ‘the 
Old Country, Homer Goff goes ‘to 
Bristol, J. B. Oke, of Peterborough, 
td Glasgow, and J. W. Welton, of ‘Au- 
burn, N. S., to London. They <- arte 
charged w ith the duiy! of watching the 
uploading of Canadian food products 
from steamers, to facilitate the trans- 
missioa of produce from cold stdrage 
compartments on steamships to stor 
age warehouses on shore. They will 
also closely watch the handling of 
cheese and butter, so that if any boxes 
are broken they may be promptly re+ 
paired, in order that the quality of 
the article may not be depreciated. ‘At 
the end of the season the agents will 
each furnish a report to Commission 
ex Robertson with! suggestions for imt 
provements in packing and handling 
Canadian produce. 


REPORTS FROM CHINA. 

Tha Pekin correspondent of ‘the 
Timas. in a despatch, dated Sept.4, says 
that Russia has decided to withdraw 
her legations from Tekin, leaving a 

purely military command. He addsithat 
it_was expected that an announcement 
of this decision would be made official+

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CAMPAIGN IN AFRICA. 
The following letter has been  re- 
ceived by the Bulletin from Trooper 
W. H. Hanna, of Edmoniion, with the 
Mounted Rifles. The letter gives a 
complete and most interesting des- 


cription of the wanderings of the C. 
M. R. It was wnitten frem camp: at 
Fisher’s Farm sear Bloemfontein on 
the 20th of April, and has been 
delayed ia transmission : 

Ti is quite a{ long story to tell of our 
marches and doings in detail before 
our gprrival here. As you all know we 
iv °C and_D squadrons, ©.

At Van 
Wrykes Viei we saw the brave little

we met the waiter obstacle. 
descended in torrents making roaring 
rivers out of rivulets and dry water 
tourses, Tents were utterly useless 
where we had! them and consequently 
we were drenched. This lasted ‘ for 
three nights and days with only a 
faw cessations in the downpour. On 
March 27th the weather was much 
brighter and we pushed out of muddy | 
Van Wykes Vlei in hope oi reaching 
Kenhardt. After going about five 
miles out we were stopped by a river 
which was some six miles across owing 
to the level Gf the country. Here.we 
camped hoping that the water might 
go down, hut it receded very much 
more slowly than our supplies. The 
horses were down to the proverbial 
straw, and we, well we were past it. 
It was here demonstrated that “man 
could not live on bread alone,’ (I mean 
pard tack); he{ must have a little jam 
on it. When word came from Prieski 
that the rebels had disbanded we at 
once, turned our backs on Van ‘Wykes 
Vieis Arriving at Carnarvon we 
changed our direction toward De Aar 
via. Britstown. This journey 
done as quickly as possible, arriving 
in Britstown the scene of the recent 
meiee with the City Imperial volun- 
teers. There were 14 casualties in it 
I believe. From Britstown we march- 
ed) into De Aaron tha 14th of April 
in a soaking’ rain. We all were very 
glad to see the railway again after 
our 369 mile trip. I should have ment 
tioned that D squadron and the Aus- 
tralians went on two days ahead of us 
missing ‘the rain at Van Wykes Vlei, 
and reached Kenhardt. came 
back immediately by way of Victoria 
West and thence by train up ito De 
Agr and on to Bloemfontein. As yet 
they have not chught up. They jhad 
a much harder trip, covering some 200 
more miles. After stopping in De Aar 
a week, for the purpose of | resting 
horses and joining! with our 4th troap 
which came on, the Milwaukee, we en- 
trained and came to Norval’s Pont 
where we were ordered to get off ad al] 
rolling. stock availabla was being used 
to tcke supplies ta Lord Roberts’) im- 
mense army at Bloemfontein. Noval’s 
Pont is a very interesting town! Yor 
iti is there that the great steel bridge. 
which crosses the Orange river was 
blown up by Boers. The difficulty of 
trossing is overcome by two floaiting 
bridges called pontoons; one for traffic 
and the other for trains, It was quite 
novel to us, this crossing. The Boers 
made a good sure job of the steel 
‘structure, three of the middle spans 
being thrown into the rivey. 
Norval’s Pont we were accompanied by 
al ‘squadron of New Zealanders to 
Bloemfontein at which city we arriv- 
ed without mishap, We had not much 
hance to see’ around this city, unique 
in its appearance, being! surrounded by 
rows upon rews of tents. It was Sun- 
day morning when we marched thro- 
ugh its streets and all was very quiet 
for iaw and order prevails where mar- 
tial law prevails in this man’s country. 
Here General Hutiton met the column 
and we got orders to proceed to the 
eforementioned place, Fisher’s Farm, 
where we joined “A” and “B” squad- 
tron...Hutton is in command-\of. the 
colonials and they are a separate bri- 
gade, with four (Maxims and supported 
by a battery of the Royal Herse Ar- 
tillery including four pom-poms (so- 
caljed from sound). We still reytain 
the cowboy hats and’ are therefore dis- 
tinctive from the others. “D” squad- 
ron and the Ist M. I. (Eng.) joined us 
shortly after leaving Bloemfontein. 
Kroorstad, May i3th. 
Orders for marching came suddenly 
onthe morning of the Ist and we found 
ourselves onte more in the saddle. Ail 
day long we marched and the next day 
also with nothing of moment except 
that we were getting nearer the Boers. 
We, hed been getting nearer for so 
long that some-had begur to doubt if 
there were any, but on May Srd the

advance party were suddenly fired on 


from some kopjes, At once we were 
extended, dismounted and advanced tc 
within range. Now we found . our. 

I 
will not attempt to describe tha dit 
ferent sensations that go throwgh a 
fellow rt a critical moment like’ this, 
atti any rate a)i was done in good order 
and lying down we fired independently 
at the kapjes, Meanwhile the pom- 
poms and a 15 pounder were playing

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hour the enemy’s fire had ceased and 
upon reconnitering found they had nt 
treated to the mext range of kopjes 


and tthe day was urs. This happened 
tate in th» afternoon and ‘x +he time 
we gob on ‘th> plain again it w as dark 
and we camped. In ‘the morning we 
pushed on and found that the Boers 


had left their camp in a great hurry 
and retreated. This was not éxact- 
what we wanted or expected, but 
were satisfied somewhait by collecting 
relics from the camp which I 1503 A 
stand was the noted “Irish Brigade’ 
(another ‘reflection on the poor Irish), 
1,000 strong. [t was the party we had 
had the skirmish with and how it was 
no one waa hit is a mystery, net even 
a horse was hit and the bullets caroe 
thick and fast for awhile. As Gen. 
Hutton’s command is the extreme left 
fiank of Lord Roberts army itt is ne- 
cessary that a great denl of scouting 
must be done for the Boer front often 
extends 20 miles and so every day 
brought us over 4 new country and 
every night found us very tired. We 
never could ascertain exactly what 
the Boer losses were as they! always 
covered their tracks. They are ‘the 
most aggravating and unsatisfactory 
enemy one could imagine. You never 
or seldom see ithem, and to be success- 
ful against theof one must keep dark 
aiso. On May 5th, 6th and 7th we 
were in constant touch wilh  ihem, 
hut it was chiefly an artillery duel. 
Several times we wera under shell fire 
buti were not allowed to remain as it 
whl a usphass sacrifice, consequentiy 
we were often just Waiting—waiting, 
At the Reit rived and the Sand river 
this was the worst. The shell fire is 
indeed terrible, but' to me it Is not so 
bad as the ziptzip-ping ot the Man- 
sers in volley: firing. On Sunday, 6th, 
a Maxim and|a 9 pounder were cap- 
tured and their flank completely! turn- 
ed. After this they retreated stead- 
ily by railroad and transport, kee p+ 
ing several long range guns, in the 
reat toa keep us at a safe distance, and 
blowing up bridges behind them. On 
the 10th the dighiing was on all after 
noor and ir a meleq an a hill a party 
ot Carbineers and \Inniskillings lost 
eight dead and aS many more Seriousiy 
wounded while ten were taken prison- 
ers. The 3rd troop “C” was tc. retin-

Afiter this 
we had quite} easy sailing into Kroon- 
stad, in which city we arrived on Sat- 
urday night, 12th, at sundown. Here 
we found Gen. French had preceded 
us by one! day and had gone on some 
15 miles further, the Boers all making 
for the Vaal river where we expect 
they will maka their final stand; 
Kroongtad is not as large a town as 
Bloemfontein or as nicely, situated. Its 
buildings are mainly of the one-story 
kind, and looking into it, the only im- 
posing building seen is the. Dutch 
church which is quite pretentious. The 
Dutchmen burned the government 
railway. station, alga blew:. up fre 
spans of a railway bridge, and huge 
piles of stores which they cou'd not 


take along. However, quite a large 
quantity of ammunition, including 
dynamite and high explosives, were 


ieft. The place is for the most part 
deserted br population, although quite 
a large number of Free Staiterg have 
come back and handed over their arms. 
President Steyn is.reported, to have 
thrown up the sponge and is in cus- 


tody. White flags float all over the 
town and it is a rekognized  iact 
that the Free Staters are done. This 


is the first quiet daly in a long, long 
time, and is very welcome. A church 
was held this ,afiternoon a 
which the Rev. Father Sennatte 
dressed us. Gen. Hutiton has address- 
ed us both before and after action in 
very ‘pleasing terms, while Lord Rob- 
erty sent ai warm mésSage orn our be- 
bavior, Oh, I might further «state 
that a number of “C’? squadron are 
sick, {I have not a list) but not ‘ser- 
iously.

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London, Sept. 15.—According to the 
Lorenzo Marques correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, Mr. Kruger, is a prise 
oner in the residence of the district 
governor. This is at the instance of the 
British consul, who protested aigainst 
Mr. Kruger using Portugnese terri- 
tory as a base of directing his execut 
itive. The French consul has been for- 
bidden access to Mr, Kruger, as have 
also the latter’s own officials. The

will sooa be narrating ef other alt 
leged phenomenal discoveries at re- 
mote points. The Nome beach yields 
nothing but Ydisappointment to jthe 
{prospector and gold does not cySq ia 
quantities sufficient to repay its ax- 
traction. There are said tao be fair 
prospects on several adjacent creeks 
and from the proceeds of working 
these streams a ‘few hundred men may 
hea able to live. When Cape Nome re 
turns Uo a legitimate basis, after the 
departucs of its- miserably deceived 
population, it will probably fe found 
to be a village with from 700 to 10,000 
people, In the meantime. it cain’ only 
be hoped that the thousands whe have 
lost their all im the Nom® venture, 
and who havd returned or who expect 
ta return, to more promising fields. of 
uperation, will profit by their bitter 
experience,

HOW BURCH AND BORDEN FELL. 

Another and very interesting des- 
eriptiog of thé batile in which Liauts. 
Burch and Borden fell is given in a 
Jatter from South Africa, by. Hospital 
Sergeantt 4. Ev Ress, C. M. - R., ‘The 

ttle took plaeq on July 1%,- and)". is 
thus described: ‘ 

“The kopje had a~ mast « peculiar 
formation, The side on which the 
British fought was smooth and, level, 
while the opposite side, on which the 
Boers were entrenched, was thickly 
covered with huge beulders, forming 
ef natural and almost impregnable 
forntngss. f 

“Lieutenants Borden and Burch led 
two of our troors around tha end of 
the kKopje, so. as ‘to enifiladef the Boer 
trenches. That fpart of the \kopje 
which Lieutenant Borden went over 
was about twelve fee high and almose 
gerpendicular. Before reaching ‘the 
sted@pest Sortion of the hill, Trooper 
er Brown fall, shat through the lung. 
Lieut. Borden and ‘the remainder of his 
troop climbed the steep hill and found 
themselves face to ‘face with the Boers, 
Lieut. Burch aind his men continued on 
around the side of the kopje, almost at 
its base. Boers and Canadians now 
held peculiar and critical positions. 
Some of the Boers managed to ,get 
sround behind the Canadians, placing 
the last named in' a. most dangerous 
fpusition./ Aimast as soon-ad he charcte 
ed thp top di? the kopjq poor Boren 
fehl. a Mauser builet piercing Lis heart. 

“Tieutenant Birch and four troopers 
found themselves in advance, of the re- 
mainder of the treop, with Boers in 
front and behind them, The Boers 
called ta them to surrender, but the 
plucky fellows refused to do s0, and 
kept the forty Boers at bay. ‘Two rife 
les plugged up-and; were rendered use- 
lass, and the three remaining rifles 
continued to keep the Boers back. 

“Then Lieut. Binch redeived a wound 
in the lef? knee, but he continued to 
fire, and was in the act of raising his 
rifle when hel received: a bullet wound 
in the side whieh proved faital, but 
the Boer wha fired the shot ‘lived not 
td fire another. One of the remaining 
four men—Malloy, of Ottawa—raised 
his head, and immediately -a bullet 
carried away one eye and part of his 
nose; poor fellipiw, he mialy lose the sight 
of both eyes; 

“Corporal Price was just an instant 
tod late im firing! to savq Mulloy. his 
wound, but the Boer who fired the 
shot’ never fired again; we buried him 
and his chum side by. side, monuments 
to Canadian pluck and valor. 7

NINETY THREE MISSIONARIES MURDERED 

Shanghai. Sept. 8; (Sajturday.—Mr, 
Jchn Goodnpw, the United. States 
consul general here. after inquiries in 
every possible source, learns thajt the 
number of British and American mis- 
sionaries probably mmrdered during 
the miprising in China, has been 93, 
while 170 others stationed in Chi Li 
ahd Shan Si‘ provinces are unaccount- 
ed for and there is reasoni jfor the be- 
lief thait they have’ met the same fate. 
Of those whose deaiths have been{ ab 
solutely proven, 22 were Americans— 
eight men, eight women and six chil- 
dren, and 34 were Britiskh—© men, 15 
women and 10 children, There is 
strong proof thait{37 more were kilied 
ati Yai Yuen: All the natives from 
that place tell substantially the same 
story. Tem men, thirteen women and 
seven children are known to have 
been there. The listi of missing mem- 
bers are: Americans, 20 men, 21 wo 
men and 20 children. British: 41 
men, 439 women and 19 children. It 
is impossible tto get the number 
of the Cuitholies killed, but ( there 
were mainy French{ priests and sisters 
and some were in the country, where 
the Russians are fighting. There are 
also several Swedish and Daffish Pra- 
tastants. The massacre and persecu- 
tion of the Chinese Christi»ns contin- 
ues everywhere and(‘it is said the an- 
ti-foreign leaders intend to exterminf!

BOERS DREAD THE CANADIANS. 

Trooper West, of the Strathcpnas, 
formerly of England, who-was one of 
the six killed a few dayg ago’ by the 
Boers in a letter written at Water- 
vaal on July. "24, sayass 

“I am writing this ony telegraph 
farmsi inta sthtion we have just suc- 
ceeded in capturing! ,and I tell you we 
have had a hot tims while engaged. 
I wks ane of a party cf four scouts. 
Our troop ,consistingy of thirty men, 
was inour: rear about one mile. We 
scouted the country well for four 
miles when we came to this station 
and advanced on the station to witht 
int about 200 yards, when all at once a 
most terrific fire savas opened,on us. 
Well you ought to hkve seen us skip. 
My bbrse gol! shot in the hind foot. 
but it did not hurt himj for the day. 
We got batk to the troop and report- 
ed-the affair ,and our officer divided 
our tropp into (three sections and then 
we advanced again on the statian. 
We placad our horses in a safe place 
amd advanced on’ foot to within 300 
yards and lay down in the ‘gTass, 

All this time the Boers were pepper- 
ine: away at{ us jbut they are no good 
to shovt. We got cne man waunded 
and one harse killed, and we did not 
fire until wa saw something to fire at 
and/ then we, let them have it. Finally 
au'q fire beraime to hit for them and 
we subceeded in driving them apway. 
Whe wea got to the station we found 
thirea dead a fpur wounded, andour 
left flank captured six of their horses. 
I am going to ride one, of them into 
camp. The Boers have a mortal dread 
of the Canadians. Ws fighy them 
pretty much at their own game,. and 


complimented Strathcona’s Horse _on 
the scouting ,which Tf believe they det 
sdrvea- tut £ wish’ it was aver. There 
iq no fun in going out in the morning 
and not knaw the moment some Boer 
may snipe you off from behind « ronk, 
but when we! get at them’ we don’t 
try ta bring in many prisoners, ‘Our 
ambition is centred on‘ their rifles and 
emmunition. We have as near as we 
can tell got six Boer lives to every 
one o fourg so far, Our casualties’ to 
date have bean nine killed, fourteen 
wounded, and six captured, including 
one major andjcone captain. We count 
4p 72 Boars intall we have killed. :
